that the mother of a family entitled to ft pen- 
sion occupies tho relation in law of a trustee, 
and any failure or neglect ou her part to apply 
for or secure tho allowance or pension due tho 
children, can not work to their prejudice. He 
will accordingly decide that tha children are 
entitled to a pension from the time of their 
father's death until they arrive at tho ago of 
10 years, tho second marriage of tho mother 
having nothing to do with the claim of the 
guardian. 


The Cost of the Census. 


WiSHiNaTON, Feb. G.—J. .C. G. Kennedy, 


the author of the census laws of 1S50, has
